In the FCC Rule Book. Part 97.1 reads "The rules and reauLatiang in 
this part are desianed to orevide an Amateur Radio Service having 3& 
fundamental purpose as exoressed in the tollowing oarincioless (a) 
Recognition and enhancement ot the Value oft the amateur radio service 
to the public as a volunteer noncommercial communicaton service, 
particularly with respect to providing eamerdency communications. " 


From the ARRL LETTER. we auiote the text of the Senate Concurrent 
Resolution 127. added as an amendment to the FCC Authorization kill. 
9.1048. This amendment is called Section 19 and 18 as follows: 


SENSE OF CONGRESS 


Section 10. (a) The Congress finds thar- 

(1) more than four hundred and thirty-five thousand tour hundred 
radio amateurs in the United States are licensed bv the Femel ar ad 
Communications Commission: upon examination in radio PEQULATIONS. 
technical principles and the international Morse codes 

(2) by international treaty and the Federal Communications 
Commission reaulation. the amateur 16 authorized to operate Ais or her 
station ain a radio g¢gervice in intercommunications and technical 
investigations solely witn a personal aim and without oe@cuniary 
interests: 

(3) among the basic purposes tor the Amateur kadio Service is the 
provision of voluntary. non-commercial radio service, Particulariy 
emergency communications: and 

(4) volunteer amateur radio COMMUNI cCAaAti ons services nave 
consistentiv and reliably been provided betore. during and aftter 
floods. tornadoes. forest fires. @arthaquakes. blizzards. train wrecks. 
chemical spills and other disasters. 


(b) It is the sense of the Conearess that~ 

(1) 2t strongiv encourages and supports the Amateur Radio Service 
and its emergency communications ettorts: and my 

(2) Government agencies shail take into account tne valuable 
contributions made by amateur radio operators when considering actions 
affecting the Amateur Radio Service. 


This bill has passed the House and the Senate and now awaits the 
signature of the President and its entry into the books as aA Fublic 
Law a ra ' ; 


As a Fublic Law. it should helo amateurs in the future. when 
government agencies make aecisions in reaards to rules aftectina 
Amateur Radio Service.

REPEATER REPORT: Presented py bennv Frev KEIN LBs ; 

The repeater has run tor 13 months without anv maihténance- in the 
last sixty days. these problems have arisen: 

1. The line voltage is 129 volts. This in itselt is not bad because 
the voltage is regulated. ; 

2. The requlators were over-worked. two have burned out and tne 
third has a leakage problem. 

2%. Therefore the voltage has been too high tor the finals anc 16 
now a maintenance problem. 

4. There is a areat. amount of intertering noise on the repeater and 
the exact reason has not been determined. 

5. The above problems have led to another problem. the tuning sluce 
do not respond. Either the sluas are broken or bottomed out and will 
not tune. 

& Using an analyzer (lent to the club) some tuning has taken place 
but the noise and spurs remain. 

7. The final amplifier cannot be neutralized. in addition. mew 
transistors have been replaced in the exciter and modutator. whith Gia 
net take care of the problems. 

8. Summary: The amplifier must be fixed or reolaced and the noise 
and spurs coming from outside sources. must be tound and dealt with,

these problems. The Repeater Committee was present to run this Ssnecial 
meeting.
